own invention ; this paper was claimed to be 
equal to rag specimens produced. This fact 
was eagerly grasped at by American paper 
makers, as the subject of material was getting 

to be one of much importance, as shown by 
the consumption and export of rags trom Eng- 
land. Prior to 1852 the import of rags had 
rarely been as high as 500 tons per annum, 

but in this year (1853) the import was 12,400 

| tons. Other statistics show that we now had

In 1855 the extent of the interest taken in 
the advent of the new straw pulp was shown 
by the fact that Buchanan & Kilmer, of Rock 
City, N. Y. (near Saratoga), were supplying 
the Saratoga Whig with paper made princi- 
pally from that fibre. They were of the first 
to make success of straw paper and have 
continued its manufacture up to the present 
time, Kilmer having continued its production 
after the firm of Buchanan & Kilmer was dis- 
solved.

Figure .1 represents a vertical cross-section 
of the machine, one vertical screen being pro- 
vided ; Fig. 2 represents on ths left ,a half- 
longitudinal view and on the right a half- 
longitudinal section of the machine. Fig. 3 
represents a vertical cross-section of a ma- 
chine with two vertical screens. 

In Figs. 1 and 2, K represents a box of 
wood or metal, containing the screen-plate P, 
which fits tight with the sides and the bottom 
of the box, and is supported at its top bya 
bar, T, which is fastened on each end to the 
box by a screw,S. The pulp is fed froma 
flue, R, with overflow into the partition K’. 
The fine pulp passes through the screen-plate 
P into the partition K’, and flows off at the 
overflow L into a suitable trough, F. The 
coarse pulp and the impurities, settling in the 
partition K’, flow off through the slot a and 
pipe A, with the outlet @’ located at the bot- 
tom of the box. 

In order to help the discharging of the 
coarse pulp and impurities, the pipe A may 
contain a revolving fan-valve, H, as shown in 
Fig. 3, or water may be introduced with ade- 
quate pressure through the pipe O into the 
pipe A. 

In order to keep the pulp in box K in mo- 
tion, and to facilitate the sifting operation, 
one longitudinal side of the box is provided 
with a vertical oscillating plate, B, which is 
fast to the box K by clastic bands 4’, made of 
rubber, leather or suitable material. The os- 
cillating motion of the plate B is obtained by

The Acid or Bisulphite Processes.

Thirdly comes another compound, which, 
like the rest, is merely isolated by the spelling 
of the latter part of the word, the root of 
which is sulphur, namely su/phites. These

Some of these sulphites comprise a normal 
salt, as that of sodium (Na,SO;), and an acid 
salt (NaHSO;). The normal salt is formed by 
saturating a solution of carbonate of soda 
with sulphurous acid and adding to it as much 
carbonate of soda as it originally contained, 
while warm. On cooling, the salt separates 
in monoclinic crystals, having seven mole- 
cules of water of crystallization (Na,SO;+7 
H,O), results that I have found to ensue when 
entirely different ones were desired. Another 
hydrate prepared by Muspratt contained ten 
molecules of water. The acid sulphite is gener- 
ally prepared for use in manufactories by 
supersaturating the solution of sodic carbon- 
ate with the sulphurous acid, and as both are 
brought into requisition in pulp manufacture 
and will not be found inappropriate in this 
discussion. When it is desired, however, to 
simply remove the traces of chlorine, a much 
better factor will be found in the hyposulphite 
of soda, the nature of which I shall perhaps 
have reason to refer to at another time.

the acid (H,SOs), or the acid sulphite (K HSO;) 
may be formed by employing half the quantity 
of acid. : 

The sulphites of the metals are usually 
formed by passing sulphurous anhydride 
(SO,) through aqueous solutions or mixtures 
of hydrates and carbonates, the anhydride 
being first converted into the acid by combist- 
ing with the elements of water, wherétpon 
double decompositior with the elements en- 
sues immediately, with an exchange between 
the metallic basyle and hydrogen constituent 
of the acid, 

This sulphurous acid combines with nearly 
all of the metals, the most important sul- 
phites being those of calcium and sodium. 
The sulphite of calctum—a brief hint to the 
advocates of the bisulphide of lime processes 
—may be precipitated in an anhydrous state 
by passing sulphurous anhydride through wa- 
ter having hydrate of lime in suspension, or 
through a solution of chloride of calcium ; 
hence, when the question of bleaching this 
paper comes up for discussion, it will be re 
tnembered that the foregoing is the best and 
most economical method of reaching the de- 
sired result. 

It must be borne in mind, however, that the 
tests made to demonstrate these theories were 
with pure constituents, conducted in. such a 
manner that there was no opportunity for any 
other reactions to ensue, all advents of air, 
corrosive influences, or those of oxidation be- 
ing carefully guarded, thus precluding the pos- 
sibility of any unlooked for or adverse in- 
fluences, gomething next to impossible to do 
with quatitities and qualities sufficient for 
manufacturing on a large scale, as all investi- 
gators know that laboratory practice, and theo- 
ries founded on the results of the same, too 
often fail to demonstrate practically on a large 
scale. The cause of this is apparent when we 
take into consideration the influences brought 
to bear in the later and variable qualities of 
ingredients used, all of which are overcome, 
being under control with the fine appliances, 
pure elements and correct systems of measure- 
ments of solids, liquids and gases found in 
every modern scientific laboratory of note. 

For example: This simple substance now 
being considered is manufactured on a large 
scale commercially by processes and ap- 
pliances entirely at variance in some respects 


hydrogen found in sulphuric acid, as is seen 
by its symbol, H,SO,—meaning two atoms 
of hydrogen, with four of sulphur and oxygen

The result of this is the formation of acid and 
neutral sulphurous ethers, the acid ethers be- 
ing often called sulpho-acids, a product by no 
means rare in the manufacture of paper from 
wood by means of sulphur compounds, solu- 
tions under great heat and long-time pressure, 
and I have found along and very interesting 
series of these compounds in many mills 
claiming to reach the very acme of success in 
the bisulphite or acid processes.

Method of Obtaining Hydrate of 
Alumina. 





It is well known that bauxite can be 
decomposed by calcining an 
finely-ground mixture of three 
first, bauxite ; second, sodium sulphate (either 
pure or in the form of ‘‘salt-cake”’), 
third, coal or other form of carbon. 
well known that if the calcined mass thus ob- 
tained be lixiviated with water the resulting 
liquor contains sodium

aluminate, sodium 
sulphide, and iron sulphide in solution. If 
carbonic-acid gas, either in its pure state or 
mixed with air or other gases, passed 
through this liquor, not only does the alumina 
precipitate in the insoluble form, but more or 
less iron is also thrown down in an insolubie 
condition with the hydrated alumina. 

In the manufacture of white paper it is de- 
sirable to use materials free from iron. 

A new and economical method of obtaining 
from bauxite hydrated alumina free from iron 
consists in first preparing a ferruginous solu- 
tion of sodium-aluminate in the ordinary man- 
ner, and then separating the iron by means of 
copper, or a compound,of copper, before pre- 
cipitating the alumina hydrate by means of 
carbonic-acid gas. The first step is to prepare 
by grinding or otherwise an intimate mechani- 
cal mixture of bauxite, sodium sulphate and 
coal. It is preferred to use bauxite contain- 


be 
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ing 50 per cent. or more of anhydrous alumina, 
but a less alumina content will answer, but on 
economic grounds the sodium sulphate in the 
form of ordinary salt-cake is preferably used. 
though 
other forms of carbon may be employed, is 
thought to be best for this process. 

The relative proportions of bauxite, salt- 
cake and coal necessary to produce the best 
results will depend not only upon the alumina 
content of the bauxite employed, but upon the 
quality of the salt-cake and the character of 
the coal. It may be stated in general terms 
that 600 pounds of bauxite containing 60 per 
cent. of anhydrous alumina will require 1,300 
pounds more or less, of salt-cake, and 600 
pounds more or less, of coal. 

This mixture, being finely ground and 
thoroughly incorporated, is calcined in a suit- 
able furnace at a moderate heat during three 
hours (more or less), according to the quality 
of ingredients and the temperature of the fur- 
nace. After the calcination is finished the cal- 
cined mass is lixivated with water and the re- 
sulting liquor, which contains in solution 
sodium aluminate and sulphur in combination 
with sodium and iron is removed by decanta- 
tion or otherwise. 

The next step is to separate the sulphur from 
the iron, whereby the iron is converted into an 
insoluble form and precipitates. To effect 
this object, there is introduced fnto the liquor 
finely precipitated metallic copper (that ob- 
tained from the metallurgy of copper in the 
wet way is val convenient)

oxysulphide of the same metal in proportion 
equivalent to precipitation may be used. The — 
amount employed must be such as to furnish 
sufficient copper to withdraw from the solution 
all the sulphur contained in it. The liquor 
must now be separated, by decantation or 
otherwise, from the insoluble matter, which 
contains all of the copper added to the liquor 
as well as the iron previously held in solution. 
From the clear liquor, which contains sodium 
aluminate and other compounds of sodium, 
hydrated alumina free from iron is precipitated 
by means either of carbonic-acid gas or biear- 
bonate of soda in the usual way. The insolu- 
ble -hydrated alumina is separated from the 
solution of soda in the ordinary manner and 
then washed thoroughly with water. The 
hydrated alumina thus obtained can then be 
dried by steam or other means for use as a fil- 
ler in the manufacture of fine paper ; or it can 
be dissolved either before or after drying in 
the proper quantity of sulphuric acid to produce 
a sulphate of alumina free fromiron to be used 
in sizing paper. 

Instead of always using finely-precipitated 
metallic copper or copper-oxide to remove the 
sulphur from the sodium-aluminate solution, it 
is preferred to employ (until it becomes too 
impure by frequent use) the copper oxysul- 
phide obtained by calcining the washed resi- 
due left from a- previous operation, The 
amount of copper oxysulphide required must 
be sufficient to withdraw all the sulphur com- 
bined with the sodium

DOUBTING people will always exist. 
The revolving suction-box is no excep- 
tion to the rule that “seeing is believ- 
ing.” One of our correspondents has 
faith in the capacity of the box of which 
he speaks. Another questions it. One 
has experience and the other is yet to be 
converted. Many things, seemingly more 
impossible, have resulted in success. 
Don’t be too hasty in denouncing new 
principles. 


In his paper-making reminiscences our 
contributor speaks of a newspaper which 
was forced to discontinue publication be- 
cause of the high price of paper. This, 
we think, is a poor excuse for want of 
enterprise and good management. Any 
journal which meets public demands, and 
has merit which will secure patrons, has 
no business to die because of the cost of 
the material on which it is printed. It 
is altogether a matter of “survival of the 
fittest.” 


THERE seems to be no end to the pro- 
cesses for producing the hydrate and the 
sulphate of alumina for use in paper-mak- 
ing. From the number of these and their 
recurring frequency, it is evident that a 
great deal of experiment is in progress, 
the chief purpose being economy of pro- 
duction and the freedom of the product 
from iron. The process described in this 
issue is claimed to be efficient in its opera- 
tion, and it will doubtless interest all who 
are concerned in this branch of manu- 
facture. 


Upon the heels of the recent articles 
upon strainers comes a new device, which 
we illustrate and describe this week. This 
is a vertical arrangement of screen plates, 
designed to save room, and at the same 
time to improve upon existing methods 
of screening. Whether this device will 
effect any radical change or improvement 
in the method of freeing the stuff from its 
impurities is a question. Presumably its 
inventor has some assurance of its suc- 
cess, inasmuch as he submits it to the 
judgment of the paper-making fraternity. 
Of its practical operation we know nothing. 


THE importance of not confounding 
laboratory experience with the demon- 
strations of practical work in the pro- 
duction of sulphite fibre is suggested in 
our article on the bisulphite processes 
this week. This is a very necessary cau- 
tion, because many persons who have 
had reason to be satisfied with the 
results of laboratory practice become 
wholly disgusted with a process when it 
fails to develop in accordance with scien- 
tific taste. It by no means follows that 
everything in the manipulation of fibres 
must result according to the prescriptions 
of a refined technique. Different con- 
ditions must and will “prevail, and it is 
only by experience and the adaptation 
of means to such conditions, following 
out fundamental principles which are sus- 
ceptible of modification, according to cir- 
cumstances, that results sought can be at- 
tained. Failure does not demonstrate the 
fallibility o* a generally underlying prin- 
ciple. Emergencies may arise which may 
exact different treatment, and to meet 
such emergencies, guided by the knowl- 
edge which we are trying to communi- 
cate, should be the study of all who un- 
dertake to produce fibre by any of the 
processes involving the use of sulphurous 
acid,

The Dryer Explosion at Taylorville. 
To the Editor of The Journal: 


Since the explosion of the dryer in Taylor- 
ville a number of theories have been advanced 
in regard to the cause of the accident. Some 
attribute it to the casting. If there had beena 
flaw in the casting it certainly would show. 
Others think that the exhaust pipe was stopped 
up. If the exhaust had been stopped the dryer 
would have had water in it, and consequently 
would have scalded those who stood near. My 
theory is, after taking all the circumstances 
into consideration, that it was caused by ex- 
pansion. The machine had been shut downto 
turn and wash the felts ; the back tender get- 
ting caught kept the machine down longer 
than would otherwise have been permitted, 
allowing the dryers to cool off. There are 
eight thirty-three-inch dryers on the machine, 
the exhaust steam going through the first five, 
and live steam is used in the last three. After 
starting the machine and running about fifteen 
minutes, they shut down to fix a crack in the 
wire, leaving the steam on the three last dry- 
ers. My idea is that the head and flange being 
much heavier than the face of the dryer, and 
being comparatively cool, the hot steam 
would naturally heat the upper face the quick- 
est, as itis much thinner than the head and 
flange, causing the face to expand the quickest, 
and starting a break near the flange. Once 
started, the pressure would then easily blow it 
out. It was blown out nearly as straight and 
close to the flange as if it had been cut in a 
lathe. If my theory is right it would be well 
for machine-tenders not to leave the steam on 
the dryers when the machine is stopped,

For some weeks 
past there have been rumors concerning the 
concern, but they assumed no definite shape 
and the company continued to have a high 
rating. It is, however, said that the purchases 
this year have been largely increased, while, 
on the other hand, goods were sold at a very 
close margin of profit, and some of the New 
York creditors allege that some goods were 
sold at cost or even below that figure. The 
company had some ten travelers on the road. 
A few days ago a New York creditor received 
a large order from the concern, and before 
filling it wrote asking for some particulars as 
to financial standing, a request which brought 
a reply that if the firm did not care to send 
the goods it could cancel the order. This was 
done and a request made that the former bill 
be paid. The request has not yet been com- 
plied with. Another creditor, whose account 
will be due on January 15, began to be tearful 
and asked for payment, which was refused, 
and the information was added that the money 
would not be forthcoming at the date above 
given, but that a note due February 1 would 
be made to cover the indebtedness. This note 
was taken, So far as can be learned in this 
city, none of the concern’s paper matures 
before’ this’ date.

interest of the paper trade in a direct sense, 
but indirectly the paper industry must feel its 
effect. With an increased development in 
business generally the volume of paper con- 
sumed must likewise increase. And from 
what I learn from paper dealers the future of 
the paper market is much more encouraging | 
than for some time back. 

Paper-stock dealers are also inclined to 
think that the new year will bring much im- 
provement to their business. Comparing the 
conditions which governed the paper-stock 
business at the opening of the present year with | 
the conditions now apparent, 1886 seems full 
of promise. 

The present year opened after a period of 
considerable excitement and uncertainty, occa- 
sioned by the various Treasary regulations | 
relative to rags. In order to protect them- 
selves against a probable embargo, manufac- 
turers bought largely, and the early days of | 
1885 found the mills well supplied with paper 
stock ; enough for four to six months. After | 
the excitement had subsided, and quarantine | 
regulations had been somewhat modified, it 
began to appear as though no real serious in- 
terference would take place and the paper- 
stock market became very much depressed. 
Manufacturers were then already overstocked ; 
for the want of buyers the market began to | 
weaken, and such buyers as may have wanted 
stock were frightened off. This state of 
affairs continued for some months, when a few 
of the mills began to buy again, but at very 
low prices. Owing to the accumulation of | 
stock on the other side, as well as in the hands 
of local dealers, and because of the necessity 
of holders to realize on stocks held, the mar- 
ket was in favor of buyers at their own 
prices. 

Except for low prices, paper stock has, dur- 
ing the past two months, been in better posi- | 
tion. Mills have bought more largely, and 
have been carrying fair average supplies. Al- | 
though an improvement over the previous 
months, it was far from satisfactory to dealers, 
who complain of too low prices. 

For the new year a more encouraging out- 
look is presented. True, prices are now still 
very low, but the stocks held by mills are not 
supposed to be so large—not more than enough 
to last a few months, so that regular buying | 
may be expected from week to week, and buy- 
ing, it is thought, will begin soon after the 
mills take their yearly account of stock. 

What effect the increased demand may have 
toward improving prices is beyond conjecture. | 
No one seems inclined to place himself on | 
record as a prophet, and the matter is left for | 
the future to determine. 

The chemical market is quiet this week, nor | 
is much activity expected before the opening | 
of the new year. Bleaching powder is re- 
ported higher an‘ firm on the other side; local | 
quotations on spot lots are given at 1.56c.; 
January deliveries, 1.57'%4c. to 1.60c. Caustic 
soda is steady at 2.55c. for 60 per cent.

muffle. By this proce&s it is possible to 
manufacture various articles of the durable 
metal for daily use, the coating of aluminum 
giving them a silver-white lustre. . This metal, 
as is well known, does not oxidize under 
normal conditions, stands heat of an ordinary 
fire, and is susceptible of a much higher polish. 


Recent experiments have shown that com- 
mon atmospheric air, in the process of lique- 
faction by pressure, is separated into two dis- 
tinct liquids, different in appearance and com- 
position, and the one superimposed upon the 
other, separated by a well-defined marking.

The new metal, galliam, melts at 81.1° 
Fahr., becoming liquid when held: in the 
hand. Its specific gravity is a little less than 
six, or about half that of lead. It tarnishes 
but slightly in the air. It adheres readily to 
glass when fused, forming a beautiful mirror. 
In chemical characteristics the rare element 
gallium most resembles the abundant element 
aluminium. 


A simple method of measuring belting in 
the roll, which is very closely correct, is as 
follows : The sum of the diameters of the roll 
and the eye in inches, multiplied by the num- 
ber of turns made by the belt, and this product 
multiplied by the decimal .1309 will be the 
length of the belt in feet. : 


For testing the quality of the leather used 
for belting, M. Eitner proposes, in the Revue 
Industrielle, the following simple method: A 
small piece is cut out of the belt and placed in 
vinegar. If the leather has been perfectly 
tanned, and is therefore of good quality, it 
will remain immersed in the vinegar, even for 
several months, without any other change than 
becoming of a little darker color, If, on the 


contrary,»it is not well impregnated with 
tannin, the fibres will promptly swell, and, 
aftera short time, be converted into a gelatin- 
ous mass.
